below my Ears; and, 'as to my Lodging, 'tis in the 
Houſe of an old Flemming, where my Roon: is ſo 
ſmall; that Jealouke it ſelf can ſcarce enter. And 
becauſe I will have no Enemy near me, I will 
therefore admit of no Servant. | 

Being of low Stature, of an ill-favoured Counte- 
nance, ill ſhap'd, and by Nature not given to Talka- 
tiveneſs, I ſhall the better conceal my ſelf, Inftead 
of my Name, Mahmut the Arabian, T have taken on 
me, that of Tiras the Moldavian; and, with a little 
Caſſock of black Serge, which is the Habit I have 
choſen, I make two Figures; being in Heart what 
I ought to be; but Outwardly, and in Appearance, 
what I never intend, 


Carcoa at Fienna, furniſhes me with Bread and. 


Water, ſupplying me with juſt enough to Live, 
and I defire no-more. The Eggs here, aredearer 
than Pullets with you.

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when this is done, they give God Thanks for the | 


Evil they have committed. Whence we may judge '; - 


of the Wiſdom and Piety of the Mahomerans, a- 
mongſt whom there's ſeldom ſeen an open War ; 
and, if it ſhould happen, *'tis generally Condemned. 
The Rejoicing of the French proceeds hence ; 
the Spaniards had beſteged Leu-rate, a ſmall Penin- 
fula in Languedoc, which is but four Leagues round, 
with Two Ports, where a few Galleys, and Four 
fmall Velicls may Anchor in ſafety. The Place was 
attzck?d by the Spariards with much Heat, but 
was afterwards given over with as great Loſs.

rniards were entirely defeated, Serbellon withdrew 
towards Perpignan, with the Duke of Cardonn's Son, 
who was Viceroy of Catalonia, He loſt all his 
Tents, his Plate, and the Money deſigned for Pay- 
ment of the Army : And I will fay yet more, that 
he has loſt the Reputation of a good Captain and 
valiant Soldier, un he can recover an Opportunity 
ro Fight gad Panquiſh. This Victory muſt have 
been of Conſequence, and very Glorious, ſeeing the 
King aſſiſted in Perſon, together with the Queen, 
TwoCardinals, the Council of State, and that of 
the Finances, and that which they call here, ihe 
Courts Sovzreign, which are a Company of Men cho- 
ſen to judge others. Beſides theſe, there was an 
innumerable Concourſe of People, who teftified 
their Joy for the Advantage gained by their King, 
notwithſtanding it be at the Coft of their Brethren 
of the ſame Religion.

viſes, where thy Merit cauſed thee to be ele&@ed 
Superior of the Convent in Natolia. 

Thou knoweſt well, that I ſerve him, who is Ar- 
bitrator of the Deſtiny of the Univerſe ; I mean 
the Sultan, Sovereign of the World. Learn what 
I keard here from the Mouth of Chriſtians, and 
Pardon me, if I have not ſufficiently anſwered them;

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edeft Wretches, and the moſt deteftable- that ever 
liv'd, were Fudzs, Mabomet, and Luther That 
theſe two laſt, as moſt impious, are the more tor- 
mented in Hel). Fdas, he ſaid, ſuffered leſs pains, 
becauſe if he betrayed his Lord, he was one of the 
Inſtruments of the Redemption of all Mankind ;

As for me, I begin really to think, That there 
may be 'Saints, even amongft the Chriſtians, as 
there are amongſt vs. I have ſeen and under- 
ftood many Things that denote true Piety in ſome 
of them; and we muſt acknowledge, Thar the 
Precepts of their Law, have ſomewhat of Juſt ; and 
if they be well obſerved, they ſeem no leſs Holy 
to me than our own, They have one Article that 
puzzels me.

ſince, did not terminate the Differences of G erm 
' 7y; they are greater than ever ; and there appeati 
inthe New Generals of the Armies, vaſter Deſigt 
than thoſe in their Predecefſors. Perhaps they wil 


revenge the Death of Guſtave, who was kill?d, not 
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as the Ghaiſtians affirm ; but by one of the Forty 
Germans, who had bound themſelves by Oath, 
never to quit their Swords before they had ſlain 
him, as the Turkiſh Hiſtorians do write: 

Duke Bernard Weymar, of no leſs Valour than 
Guſtzve, commands the reſt of the Swediſh Army, 
with a good Number of French Troops, and many 
Chriſtian Hereticks of Germany, Victory attends 
the Arms of this General; and, the Princes which 
are united for Defence of the Empire, begin to 
apprehend a Captain, who obſerves leſs the Rules 
of War than the Emotions of his Valour, and 
whom they perceive ſeconded by Fortune. Bur, 
he doth not conſider, That in weakening an Empe= 
ror, he doth augment the Forces of a King, who 
will enjoy the Eruits of his Labours, and ſuppreſs 
him, in Spite of his Bravery, when he pleaſes. In the 
mean time, I am of Opinion, That it is our Intereft, 
that Weymar be always Viftorious. It may be ſaid 
of him, That he hath ſold to France, all but his 
_ having reſerved nothing for himſelf but 
"Hope, 

All that this Puke can Conquer from the Ger- 
712ns, is for the French King, who furniſhes him 
with Troops, with Arms and with Moneys, be- 
tides wife Advice, Cardinal Richlieu, who is an 
able States-man, fails not to perſwade his Mafter, 
That the Places, which Weymar ſhall take in the Em- 
prire, with the Army which he Commands, are the 
Effets of his Councils, and his Majeſty's Money. 
The French begin to preſerve their Conqueſfts, and 
know how to defend the Places which are ſubje& to 
their Power. 

This Prince makes Acquiſitions, which are,in truth, 
ot more Importance,than they ſeem conſiderable for' 
their Greatneſs, He took Rhinfeld almoſt as ſoon 
as he had Beſfieged it. The Place was ftrong, ſeated

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niſhgd with Abundance of all Sorts of Ammunifi ſec

Fobn de Wert, General of the [mperia3 Army, hai th 
reliev'd it with Nine Regiments of Horſe, and Fing R 
Thouſand Foot. He defeated Weymar's Hork# H 
took part of his Baggage and Artillery. The Duks P

Thouartat preſent in the Midſt of Plea- 
fures, with thy Friends, Children, Wife, with the 
Liberty of excerciſing thy Religion, which 1s the 
True one; and that, in the Moſques, which our 
Fathers eſtabliſhed : moreover, thou att elevated 
in Dignity. I, on the contrary, am amongſt fi 
dels, amongſt 14olaters and Hereticks ;, obliged to 
live with a Nation, much differing from Ours, in 
their Inclinations and Cuftoms, Finally, I tive 
amongft the Devil's Peacocks. The exceſſive Liber- 
ty they give themſelves, is not ſuch as is enjoyed 


with true Satisfation of Mind ; ſecing they do a | 
Thouſand Things, which carry Repentance along | 


with them. 

The Philoſophy of the Storcks, which Llearned 
during my Captivity, gave me to underſtand, of 
what Importance it is, for a Man to know himſelf, 
Thou may'ft remember, perhaps, in the Beginning 
of our Slavery, that thy Mafter and mine, were 
no leſs oppoſite in their Manner of living, than our 
Genias's were differing. , 

My Enquiry was after Books and Writings 3 and 
Watching did not weary me, provided I employed 
it in learning ſome-what. On the contraxy, thou 
being always employed with different Handy.works, 
didi little think, that Heaven had deſigned thee 
£9 wear a Sword, and conſequently, to the Em- 
Ployments of War,

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Kow many Things did we ſuffer in thoſe Days, 
whereat we do now laugh; Thou wert always 
chained ;. and I in Priſon, ina Den; thou wert 
beaten, becauſe thou wouldft not read ; and I 
was banged-to Pieces, becauſe I would not em- 
broider. 

The reading of Seneca, could not induce me to- 
pardon my Mafter the Baſtinado's he gave me. 
That which I endured, was greater than the Pains 
which thou didft ſuffer ; I was perſecuted for the -

thee to ſtudy; whereas, thy Inclinations were quite - 
different from mine, | 

This hardſhip made me reſolve to hide. my ſelf 


ina Cellar, without Bread, and without Water. . - 


I had nothing-but my Seneca with me; and I was. 
reſolved to deliver my ſelf from. my Seryitude by 

Death 5, ſo far had this Stoick-perſwaded me not to : 
live.. Thou art ſo near Death (quoth he) and 7n-: 
the mean Time art 4 Slave. Judge the: Force of my 
Temptation, by the Authority of this Great 


Man, -- Whilft I was thus hid, my Mafter ſearched © 


me in vain, in the Garden, the Stable, the Kit-- 


chin, and had no leſs Pains to. find me, thanThad to - 
hide my ſelf from him. But, atlength I choſe the-- 
better Part, which was, to live, and to forgive. -. « } 
My Mafter owes his Life to Seneca 3 he taught: 
meſo well, to: forget Offences, that my Deſpair - 
changed into Reſpe&. I had no more Mind to-- 
die, I felt my Courage fail, and Fear made me + 
pardon my Maſter. Thou hadft no knowledge of- 
this Adventure, becauſe I went into the Country, . 
and thou waft ranſomed, . whilft I was ont of Pas 
kermo, -I was ſo-yery intent upon my Studies, that: 
my Mafter, yanquiſhed by my obftinacy, gave me - 
Liverty to apply my ſelf.to them ; being himſelf - 
aſhamed to-contimie ignorant; whilſt I dreamt-of- 
nothing, but of improving.my-Mind. . | 
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In the Courſe of Four Years and Four Moong, 
that my Captivity lafted, Nero's Mafter gave me 
the fi:ft Tin&tnre of Morality; and after that, 1 
went into the Academies, where I writ the Fournal 


of my Lie. Plutarch, Livyand Tacitus, made me 


forget the odious Names of Maſter and Slave.

They have, however, but 
one Religion, which they make to ſerve for a Pre- 
text to their Deſigns, , which are all different. 
and there is not one of them which wholly minds 
his Religion, which can have but one only End. 

There ate few that can ſuffer the..Conqueſts of 
the French in Italy; becauſe that Nation ſeems reſt- 
 tefs, and Men would not ſee the Spaniards more 
powerfull than they are 3 becauſe they play _

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much the Mafters. But however, as the leaft of 
theſe Princes have their particular Inclinations and 
ſecret Intereſts with theſe two Nations, thou art 
ignorant of thoſe of the Republick of Genoa with the 
Spaziards, with whom they have ftrong Alliances: 
But peradventure thou haft not been informed of 
a Conſpiracy, which appears to have been carried 
on in the City, to introduce the Spanzards into it, 
which the Republick will in no wiſe ſuffer. 

The ſaid Conſpiracy is thus related : The Mar 
quiſs of Monterey having finiſhed the time of his

After a Deſign ſo well laid, the Spaniards were 
ready to execute ſo hard an Undertaking ; when 
the Republick, being ſuddenly advertiſed of the Plot, 
eauſed it to miſcarry, without Noiſe, by redou- 
bling the Guards, which did not a little furprize 
the Conſpirators. | 


Cardinal Rzcbliey's Creatures give out, That - 


one Der1a, called their Prince, did difſuace, or hin- 
der the Plot, which was: p:ofitable for 7aly, but

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contrary to our Intereſts; for thence undoubtedly 
had ſprung a War which would never have had

This Doria is deſcended from Andrew Doria, 
that' great Captain, who did ſo many brave Atti- 
ons againft our Nation,commanding the Maritime 
Armies of Charles V. Emperor of Germany; and 
fince, thoſe of Philip 1I. his Son, King of Spainy 
and who often combated the Invincible Ariaden.

Theſe are the Diſcourſes that People make at 
Pars, the Entertainment of idle Perſons, as alſo 
ot our Politicians, It will be a hard Matter fo 
tell what the King thinks, and what are the Sentl 
ments of his Council, 

Conſider, in the mean Time, with what Impu- 
dence People diſcourſe here; they preſume to de- 
cide Aﬀairs of State; they divide,and accommodate 
Differences: they ſupport, and ruine Common- 
wealths and Kingdoms ; but, this is no new Thing, 
the People in all Times having taken the- Liberty 
to cenſure the Aﬀtions of Soveraigns. 

It is not for enlarging my Letter, That I write 
theſe Particulars of the Hiſtory of Genoa, But, 
being an Ancient Nation, which hath forme:ly. 
wearied the Courage of th: Romans by their En- 
terprizes and Oppoſition, and have performed, up:

But the Spaniſh Aﬀairs go fo ill at Sea, that 
thou wilt wonder at the great Lofſes they recets | 
ved there The French have burnt Two Gallions 
upon the Stock, that were amaking, and fix 0- 
thers intirely finiſhed, which had not been yet 
at dea, They have further, taken Eleven great 
Ships, whereof Six were richly loaden for the 
Indies ; beſides the Equipage and Munitions of 
War ; with Two old Gallions that were of -no 
great Uſe. . They further, took a prodigious Num- 
ber of Cannons, which lay upon the Shore, One 
Hundred whereof were Braſs, all with the Arms of 
Auſtria, :

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Hieve it is : we may ſay that this Prize, whers 
there were more than a Hundred and Fiity Pieces 
ef Ordnance, was no mean Purchaſe. ; 
I ſay nothing of the great Quantity of Artille. 
ry, mounted upon the Ships and Gallions, for fear 
of troubling thee with the News -of ſo great a Vi 
Qory, wherein the French gained ſo many Veſlels 
and ſuch great Riches, as will ſuffice to equip a 
great Heet. - 
The Prince befieges the Place and preſſes it, but 
the Spaniards defend themſelves bravely ; and 
much Blood will be ſhed there. | 
The Prieft of Bordeaux, which theſe Infidels call 
the Arch-biſhop, was come thither with Sixty Sail,

Army, which he entirely defeated, having burnt 
and ſunk all theſe Ships, except one Galley, which 
was ftranded and rendered uſeleſs. The A4dmir# 
of Spain, with Eight Hundred Men, was blown up; 
which was no ſmall Misfortune to. the Spaniards, 
who loſt, upon this Occaſion, a great Number 
of Soldiers and Seamen : And *tis believed, they 
will not be able to appear before their Enemies n 
Sea this great while. 2 
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If ſo many Loſſes ſuffered by a Party, are not 
advantageous to the Grand Signior, becauſe the 
other is grown ſo much the ſtronger thereby, he 
will however gain thisBenefit by it, That the French -

ſome of them retired to the- Coaſts of Genoa ; -

pretended to; ſeeing they took fix Galleys from 
their Enemies,amongft which was The Royal Prog 
of Spain, the Captain, and the Patron of Stcily, with 
Eight Hundred Priſoners ; having themſelves loſt 
but three Galleys, which were taken by the Spant- 
ards.

* Loffes,but [ give not over deviſing the Means 
to be revenged of the Chriſtians. Remember, that 
the Grand Yizir keeps in Priſon a Man fit for great. 
Things at this Time,who can do the Nazareres.con- 
fiderable Miſchiefs, and procure notable Advyan- 
tage to the Muſſulmans, - If the old Kenegads of 
Dalmatia be yet alive, he is capable of deftroying 
all Places in the Mediterranean- Sea, Adviſe with 
him 'about the Deſtrution of Lorerro. There 
is no Corſary, that has done more bold Exploits, He 
has ſpent Sixty Years in courſing on the Archi- 
pelago, and Adriatick-Sea;, where he has made hor- 
rid Devaftations, with infinite Prizes. He has like- 


wiſe, moſt conſiderably damaified the Coſacks, on 


the Black Sea, He began the Trade at Nine Years 


old, in'a little Veſſel ; has been wounded in 


Twenty," or Twenty Two Occafions, taken Prifon- 


er Four Times by our Pyrates, and Thrice eſcaped *' 


out of their Hands.

Thou knoweft; the Ancient Perſians had a Lawy 


whereby their Kings were obliged, Not to puts 
Malefator to Death ow One Ghime ;, and private Pet- 
ſons, not 10 eh.ſtiſe their Domeſticks or Slaves Fs One 
Fault, Thou knoweft, moreover, that Princes 
ſhould obſerve in the Chaſtiſement of their SubjeRts, 
whether the Services they had rendred, have not 
been greater than their preſent Failings, and pardon 
them if their good Deeds ſurpaſſed their 644, Theſe 
Laws, although no longer obſerved in Perfia, yet 
ceaſe not to be wiſe Precepts; to which, if thou 
haſt no regard, yet thou wilt have ſome to the 
Zeal and AﬀetCtion of 2abmut, And, if.thou wilt.

which guarded the Place,that their Enemies might 
rot have any deſire after a Repriſal. 

The Eldeft Son of Amadars, Duke of Savoy, is 
now dead ; he was called Lewis Amadeus : he was 
but Seven Years old when declared Sovereign, 
and was ſo but few Moons. He died four days 
after the Ceremony of his Baptiſm. The King of 
Frazs: ard the Queen of Spain, were Godfather -_ 
Cod- 
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God-mother to this Prince. Thou wilt ask me,per- 
haps, how this could be,ſeeing they could not be 
there preſent ? But thou muft know, that thele 
Nazarenes, afſift often at theſe Ceremonies by Pro- 

curation. The Dutcheſs of Savoy ſeems to me wore 
thy of Compaſſon, having loft in one Year, both 

her Husband and her Son, and a good Part of her 
Eftate, and ſees what remains to her, expoſed to 
the Hazards of War 3 but ſhe has ever ſhewed 
her ſelf a Woman of Courage and Reſolution. Her 
Second Son has been declared his Brother's Heir, 
and the States have choſen her Kegent, during his | 

Minority. | | 

The reaſon of the ſudden Viſit, which the Ele- 
Gor of Saxony gave the King of #ungary, is not yet 
known:We have had Advice of his Departure from 
Dreſden,the Capital Town of his Country, with a 
oreat Train of Courtiers, and the Three Princes 
his Sons ; and that he went to Leutmaritz,where this 
King expetted him 5 And, 'tis farther ſaid, T hat 
inthe ſmall Time they were together, they have 
had ſeveral Conferences,the Subject of which is not 
yet diſcqvered, The King has preſented the Duke 
with a rich Coach, with fix ftately Horſes, ſum- 
ptuouſly harnefſed; and given Diamonds and Gold . 

Chains to his Courtiers. But thou being neazer ' 
the Place of this Conference, and the Port having 
every where ſubtle Agents, thou mayeft ſooner get 
this Secret than I: For, 'tis not to be doubted, 
but there*s ſomething hatching againft the Orroman 
Empire, whilft Amurath is at that Diftance, and 
the chief Forces of his Empire employed elſewhere. 
As to what concerns the Progreſs of the Duke of 
Wimar, who carries on the War in 4l/atia, there 
are infinitely different News come from thence, 
ſince { wrote to thee ; but, this is what: is moſt cer- |. 
tain, Aﬀer the taking of Fribourgh, this General 
made himſelf Maſter of the Campaign about Bri. 
| i 8 X46; 
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24; and his Army ſeizing on all the Poſts there. 
abouts, the Imperialiſts put themſelves ina Poſture 
of hindring them ; but, for Three Months Time; 
they could do nothing but ſpoil the Corn, and fo- 
rage in the Country, whereby they waſted their 
own Subſiftence. They have alſo fruitlelly cndea. 
voured to- break down the Bridge, which Wimas 
had built at Newremberg ; where they met with 
ſuch Reſiſtance, that they were forced to retire: 
with their Army, which was in great Danger. But 
the Duke alſo met with no Succels in his Enterprize 
* on Offemburgh, through the Fault of Fitteen Hun» 
dred Musqueteers, Fre:ch and Germans, who came 
not ſoon enough to plant their Ladders againſt the 
Walls, and ſurprize this Place : and, he has ſince 
made differcnt Tryals, which have proved all in- 
vain, An Officer had already entered as far as 
the Ramparts, with a ſmall Party, which- he com- 
manded by means of a-falſe Paſs-port ; but, being 
diſcovered by a Sentinel, he was forced to retreat 
in Confuſion, with the Loſs of ſome of his Men; 
Wimar fince defeated Two Regiments of Dragoons, 
and Two other Regiments of Horſe, and ſeized 
en the Caſtle of Mauberg; the Garriſon of which 
Place ſurrendred at Diſcretion, to a Suediſh Offi- 
cer. But I am inform'd, that- the Two. Armies 
came near one another, on the Banks of the Rhine ; 
- which I ſhall ſay no more, than what is nece(- 
ary. 
The Emperor's Troops being diſcovered by Wi- 
Jr's Vant-guard, commanded by Turenne, gained: 
an high Ground ; on which, fortifying themſelves,. 
they ſheltred behind a Church and ſome Houſes, 
before which there wasa Battery raiſed of ſeveral 
Pieces of Cannon, to keep the Szedes at a Diftance, 
. and hinder them from encamping too near. Some: 
French, imprudently advancing to diſcover the 
Enemy s Poſture, within leſs than Muſquet-ſhot,. 
were: 
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vere almoRt all kill'd on the Place. By this time 
the Duke of Wimar, ſeeing he'could not draw the 
Inperialifts to fight, and it beivg impoſſible to 
force them on the Mountain, where they were in- 
trenched, retired under the Caftle of Mauberg, 
with his Rear-guard, commanced by the Count 
le Gurbian, a French Gentleman. The next Day he” 
pined the reft of his Army, and being informed by 
2-Moor that ſerved him, and in whom he put great' 
Confidence, that the Imperialiſts began early in 
the Morning to retire, he immediately therefore 


* put himſelf into a Condition to follow them, ma- 


king his Army to march in Battel-Array. His 
Horſe conſiſted of Twenty Four Squadrons, and his - 
Foot of Eight Batalions;, befides the Auxiliary 
Troops, of which he made a. Reſerved Body. 

"The French affirm, the Inperialiſts were the 
ſtrongeſt, as baving Four Thouſand Men more than * 
the Suedes ; of which, ?tis hard to know the cer- 
tainty; but, the Particulars of the Battel, are 
worth ones writing. ' Twas very bloody, the Fight 
being obſtinately held by both - Parties, and the: 
Vittory long inclining, ſometimes to-one Side, 
and ſometimes to another : So that the Comba-: 
tants were ready to retire, weary of ftriking, and 
being ſtruck 5 when Fortune on a ſudden, decla- 
red her ſelf for the Duke of Wimar, who behaved' 
himſelf in the Fight, like a wiſe Captain-and* 
valiant Soldier. *Tis certain, the /mperialiſts have * 
lot Two Thouſand Men in this OccaGon, with 
ſeveral of their Yrincipal Officers: And alſo, above * 
Fifteen Hundred were made Priſoners ; among 
which, there were above Two Hundred Perſons 
conſiderable on the account of their Birth or* 
Employs, I make no mention of. the Number.of 
the Cannon ;, neither dol1 reckon the Hundred Co>- 
lours or Cornets, nor Three Thouſand Waggons- 
laden with all Sorts of Ammunition, . which fell:

to the Conqueraurs : but, I greatly value the Box: 
of Writings of Two great Commanders, wherein 
were found the Inftruions- and ſecret Orders of 
the King of Hungary,and ſome Treaties made with 
the Sublime Port ;, to which, all the Potentates 
of the World ſhould pay Homage. 

Tt cannot yet be diſcovered what theſe T rea- 
tiez' contain} yet I ſhall do all that's poſſible in 
order to it. The Booty has been great ; however, 
Wimar ſeems not to ſet much by it, as aiming at 
ſomething more conſiderable. He remained Two 
Days in the Field of Battle, the better to afſure 
His Enemy of his Conqueſt. He moreover pretends 
in his Letters to this Court, that he had not in 
this Expedition above Five Hundred Foot, and 
few Cavalry; which out of a Bravado, he ſays 
he will reinforce with his Pages. This is that 
which our Emperors, who are the Mafters of the 
World, would ſcruple to ſay in the Preſerc2 of 
their Slaves ; ſofar would they be from ſpeaking 
fo before an Army, asthis Prince did, in the Pre-- 
ſence of a great King, See the Vanity of one of 
theſe Irfidels Generals. .

noother Diſcourſe in -the Swedes-Camp, but” of 
Vitories, Loſſes, and: Wounds, when the News of” 
the Birth of the Dauphin was brought there, which: -- 
auſed another Noiſe to be heard. The Horſe 
and Foot, joyned their Shouts of Joy to —_— 
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of the Drums, Trumpets, and the Artillery, which 


was ſeyeral Times diſcharged. 

The Valour of the Duke of Fimar, and that of 
the Troops which he commands, made not the Im. 
pertaliſts to loſe their Courage, having recruited 
their Army with new Troops. General Lamboye, 
a Man of Courage and good Condutt, appeared 
in the fight of the Suzdes, having added to his 
Army Five Thouſand .Men, with the reſt of the 
Troops'of Prince Savelly, and wafted the Country 
which the Enemy was in Poſſeſhon of. If thou 
wouldeft know the Situation of the Suedes Camp, 
and, in what manner they made their Trenches, 
and Circumyallations, 1 can certainly inform thee; 


having had ſometime ſince a very exat Dravght 


of it. This Camp 1s Three German Miles in Come 
paſs; fortified on. each. Side by a Trench Sixteen 
Foot thick, with a large deep Ditch, a double Pa- 
liſado, and ſeveral Kedoubrts, The Lower as well as 
Upper Parts of the Town, are mightily anfoyed by 
Two Bridges made on the Khine, The Abundance 
of all Sorts of Ammunition, does mnch hearten 
the Army, The Commander, although vety ill, 
yet is inceſſantly watchful, and ſeems indefatigable. 
The Soldiers animated by their paſt Succeſſes, 
think of nothing but new Conquefts, and new 
Booty, imagining themſelves mvincible. The Ars. 
tillery which is in the Camp, is Fifty Pieces of great 
Cannon, with which ſuch Batteries have been mage, 
as drive the. Beſieged to deſpair. T' mention not 
to thee ſeveral ſmall Skirmiſhes, which continually: 
happen, yet this is what is moſt conſiderable : 
Some Troops of young Soldiers of the {mperial Ar- 
my, having taken ſeveral Cattle from the Suedes, 
and made ſome Priſoners, had notice of the March 
of Colonel: SiPard, who came from Frerce, and 
brought a good Sum of Money for the Payment 
of the Troops. They went to meet him, and took 
: If. 
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it, together with ſeveral Young Gentlemen Priſo- 
rers, all Men of Note; and, who had allo a great 
deal of Money about them. At the ſame time, the 
puke of Lorrain, a Prince of great Valour, who 
ſerves in the Imperzialijts Party, has undertaken to. 
relieve Brizac, which he knew was reduced to the 
itmoſt Extremity : And, having choſen, for this 
Deſign, Forty Companies of Foot tor a Convoy 
of Proviſions ; and, being on his March, he met. 


| with the Duke of Wimar., And this is the ſhort of 
| theStory : The Prince was ftill indiſpoſed, by rea- 
| fon of his late Sickneſs ; yet, this could not hinder 


him from embracing this Occaſion, which he be« 
lieved to-be of great Importance to his Party ; he - 
got therefore on Horſeback, and marched up to. 
the Duke. 

The Combat laſted Five Hours, and Z:rrarn did. 
al that could be expe@teld from a brave and expe» 
rienced Commander. But, he was conftrained to 
field to the Duke's Fortune; and retire into a- 
Wood, with what he could ſave of his Troops ; 
and, the Suedes Courage was not a little increaſed 
by ſo great an Advantage, which will certainly be 
attended with the Surrender of Brizac, The Duke 
of Wimay remained Maſter of the Field, having 
entirely defeated the Imperialifts Foot, and put the 
Duke of Zorrain's Horſe into a horrid Diſorder : 
There lay above Twelve Hundred dead on the 
Place, and all the Baggage, together with the 
Ammunition; fell into the Hands of the Conque- 
ror. A Man would think, Illuftrious Kaimakam, . 
that the God Mars has united- himſelf with this 
Captain: for, notwithſtanding the Weakneſs of 
his Body, he performs eyery Day moſt Heroick 
Ations, with his valiant Soldiers, who. are ready 
to-undertake any Thing, when he is at their Head, 
Whether this happens fi om his not valuing, of Life, 
oc his. Thirſt after Honour ;. yet, ſo. it ts, ne 
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That he cannot live without nouriſhing himſelf 
with Vigories; and, he begins already to equal the 


famous Guſtavus, under whom he has learn'd his 


Trade, Yet he has loſt, notwithſtanding his Dili. 
gence, Two Forts he built on the Rhine ;, which, if 
he retakes, *twill not be without the Coſt of 
much Blood on both Sides. The Germans have 
already loft Sixty Thouſand Men there , amongſt 
which there were Four Hundred drowned. 

The Extremities of Brizac,of which we have al- 
ready private Advices, 1s at preſent known by all 
the World. The Swedes intercepted, the laft Moon 
of 0Ofober,a Letter from the Goyernor to the King 
of Bungary, wherein he laid open his Condition, 
and told him plainly, That Places which wanted 
Men, ViQuals, and Ammunition, could not be de- 
fended but by a Miracle ; adding, That the beft 
Officers and Soldiers were already dead ; and 
thoſe that were alive, were either ſick, or lay 
wounded,and fo greatly tired,that they could do no 
Service; and beſides, their Vituals would laſt but 
Twelve Days. He ſeemed afterwards, to-reproach 
him for letting the Time flip, in which he had pro- 
miſed him aſkftance ; and put him in mind, he did 
not believe he could hold out to the 4th.of the Moon 
of September, being reduced to ſuch- Extremities, 
that he durft not mention Particulars, left his Let- 
- ter ſhould fall into other Hands. Obſerve the Im- 
prudence of the Expreſſions ; he dares not write 
all, and yet he writes more than needs, to diſco- 
ver, that the Place will be infallibly taken. 

If thou beeft impatient to know the Surrender 
of Brizac, thou ſhalt be ſatisfied by this Di/parch. 
The Poft is now come, which brings News of the 
taking of this important Place, and he has come 
hitherin Three Days. The Place was taken aC- 
cording to the Rules of War,ſurrendring the Ninth 
of the laſt Xdoon of this Year, according to. the 
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(hrifliens Style» The Governor procured very 
tonourable Terms;and truly, he ſuſtained the Siege 
vith all*the Vigor and Courage pofhble to the 
| Extremity.He is called the Baron de Keynech :

P*4 R 1S, where live, is a very healthful City, 
and ſo are all the Places thereabouts, free from 
Peſtilential Airs ; and yet there oft happens ſud- 
den Deaths, as well asat Conſtantinople; and, they 
die here likewiſe of Joy. I will relate to thee what 
I have partly ſeen, and not what I have heard, to 
happen in Zondon, the moſt ancient, and chiefeft 
City of the Kingdom of England : A rich old Man 
falling ſick, and lying on his Death-Bed, ſent to 
his only Son, living at Paris, where he ſpent 'his 
Time in Pleaſures, to come over, that he might, 
with his Eftate, give him his Bleſſing. Think 
what News this was to a Young Man, to whom 
the Life of a Father was troubleſome, as being an 
Obftacle to his Liberty; and, who waited his 
Death, to take his Swing of all the Pleaſures, which 
his corrupt Nature makes him reſpett as his Sove- 
reign Good. This Young Man infending to.get 
upon Horſeback, to run where he was called, found 
himſelf.embarked for a Voyage, which he did not 
deſign to make 5, he fell dead on the Place, and 1 
ſaw him in theſame Inſtant, wherein he was living, 
and healthful; to expire, Were I of the Se# of our 
Philoſopher Muſlaadin Saadi, T would tell thee, It 
matters not, whether one dies ſuddenly, or lan- 
guiſh a long Time ; whether,a Man dies in his B:d, 
'or at the Gallows. But, I being none of Zeno's Diſ- 
Ciples; and knowing no Peripatetick, or Philoſopher, 
amongft ſo many Sefs that were in Greece, who 
diſputed, Whether Life or Death was to be pre- 
ferred : So, expe& not from me any Arguings 
on the Morals of thoſe Greeks, nor yet of + 
FIR 
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fas. But, if Death be ſuch a terrible Thing, en- 
tavour tolive in ſuch a Manner, that it may never 
:right thee, wheniit ſhall approach thee, or when 
thou ſhalt ſee it invade others ; expetting, it at all 
Times, and in all Places. Doft thou know by what 
Herb, or by what ſecret Magick Charm I do not 
far it? 'Tis by the leading of an lnnocent Life. 
Here is publiſhed, and that with great Reaſon, the 
kf Words of a Man of great Birth ; who died when 
he was very Old, by a Wound he received. He 
had ſerved divers Kings in Places of the higheſt 
Truſt; and being mortally wounded in a Battel, 
mark what he faid to thoſe that exhorted him 
to die like a good Chri/iian, and with the ſame 
Courage he had ſhewed in Life : His Reply was, 
That « Man who had lived well Fourſcore Years, can- 
wt be to ſeek how to die well for a Quarter of an Hour. 
This great Man, who was a famous Soldier, was alſo 
a true Philoſopher ; and I might ſay, he was a Saznr, 
had he been of our Religion, 1 believe, he was a moſt 
edifying Spe&acle, and -the more conſiderable, in 
much as the Example he gave of dying well, is 
more valuable, than that which he gave in ſo many 
battels of courageous Fighting. He was called 
Ame de Montmorancy, Conſtable of France ; whoſe 
Life Thad the Curiolity of reading; being to be 


found in the Hiſtory of the Civil Wars of that 


Kingdom. 
But, before I end this Letter, let me denote to 


1 thee, the Difference there is between the Effetts of 


Grietand Joy. The. Meſſenger from England, of 


Whom Talready ſpake, finding at his Return, the

be gave him ſuch a ſtrange Stroke, by telling to

Holy, and the moſt Juſt amongft Men : And, if we 
obſerve what a French Peaſant ſaid to all thoſe that 
paſſed before his Door ; Never deny your Afﬀfiſtance, 
and never do any Body any Hurt. 

Let thou and 1 number our Days, (as was prea- 
ched heretofore in the Seraglio,to the white Eunuchs 
by the Perſian, whoſe Eyes were put out becauſe he 
faw too clearly. He always inſifted on the Short. 
neſs, Uncertainty,and Yanity of Humane Life,Hefaid, 
*T was ſhort, conſidering what we bad to do in it ; un- 
certain as to what we ſballdo init ; and always mix'd 
with what we have done, and what remains for us to 
do. Teach not thy Son Mebemet yet., for whom thou 
haſt ſo much Aﬀe@ion, theſe Precepts. Children 
have not that Ripeneſs of Judgment, as is necelſq- 
ry, to hear Diſcourſes of Death:- they are too hard 
Bits for their Stomachs; and, which indeed Old 
Men can hardly digeft; and which they ſwallow 
not without feeling all the Bitterneſs of them. 

I pray God keep the Imperial. City, with thoſe 
that dwell in it, and ſhelter it from the Storms 
which fall on infamous Cities ; and I beſeech him, 
thou mayft live without Offence, that thou mayſt 
never fear ieath.

There 
were afterwards Three Generals to be choſen by 
common Conſent for the conquering of Aſia, One 
for the Sea, and Two for the Land : and Three 
Hundred Thouſand Foot entertained, with One 
Hundred and fifty Thouſand Horſe,and Four Hun- 
dred Pieces of Cannon; and the Naval Army was 
to conſift of an Hundred and Fifty Veſſels,and one 
Hundred Galleys; and a Fund was to be raiſed for 
this; of an Hundred Millions of Gold.

All the Chriſtian Princes, were to be obliged to 
leffen their ordinary Expences,and to contribute to 
this great Deſign according to their Ability. 

There wereto have been ſeveral Spies in Cou- 
ſtantinopie in the Habit of Greeks, who were per- 
fely skilled in the Eaſtern Languages, to obſerve 
the Motions of our Empire : And beſides theſe, 
Forty reſolute Men, who were at a certain Time 
and Signal, to ſet Fire to the Seraglio and Arſenal 
and ſeveral other Quarters of the Town. 

There was found in this Zero's Cloſet after his

and, he had in France, beſides the Troops I have 
already mentioned, Four Thouſand Gentlemen , 
who were ſo devoted to him, that they were 
rady to mount on Horſeback on the leaft Order 
from him. 

He had already Fifteen Millions in the Baftil 5 
and he that had the Superintendency of his Trea- 
ſure, promiſed to add thereunto in leſs than Three 
Years, Forty more Millions, without touching 
the ordinary Revenues. 

I have no knowledge of the Manner 'how he 
would divide the Eftates of the Sultan. But Henry 
ms aſſaſſinated, juſt as he was ready to leave Pa» 
m, to begin ſo great a Work; being killed in his 
Coach in the Arms of his moſt faithful Courtiers: 
And the Fatal Stroke which carried him out of the 
World, delivered the Empire of the true Beljevers : 
This Empire whoſe Throne is ſo high, that it 
teaches up to the Firſt Zeauen, whence it ſcares the 
bfdels, and ſecures the good Muſulmans from the 
Infults of the Chriſtians. 

One of theſe old Men I mentioned, has aſſured 
Me, he heard the King ſpeak theſe following 
Words ſome Days before his Death : 1 ſha?! never 
$out of this Town ;, 1 know not nhat mith-bolds 
me, I ſhall never accompliſh what 1 deſion , never 
ſee the Deftrution of Conftantinople ; for, 1 am "_

then always go on Foot, and never ſlir out of 
Paris, 

Such was the End of this Prince, ſo highly ye. 
nerated by the French. He was really a Man of 
great Courage, and great Penetration; and fo 
much the greater, in that he regarded the - De. 
ſtruction of the Ottoman Empire, as one of the 
ditficulteft Things in the World, And truly, no 
otherPrince did that Honour to Mahomer, nor his 
Succefſors, But yet not finding his own Forces 
ſufficient to inyade aud deftroy the Turkiſh Empire, 
he invented a Chymerical Proje& to find Pofſihi- 
lity in a Thing whichever appeared impoſſible, 

in the very Moment I am Writing, I have re- 
ceived certain News of my Ruin. If 1 be not 
taken Off this Time at Parts, I ſhall be perhaps 
more fortunate than ever, and more ſucceſsfully 
and fully ſerve our Great Emperor, whoſe Clemen- 
Cy is equal to his Grandeur, and who is above all 
the Powers on Earth. Cardinal Richlieu has ſent 
for me to come to him ; I therefore finiſh this Let- 
ter in hafte,which perhaps will be the laft I arite, 
being greatly afraid I am diſcovered. If. my Fear 
be vain, I ſhall learn thee in another Letter, the 
woft remarkable Events of Henry's Life, In the 
mean time, I am reſolved, and diſpoſed, to ſuffer 
the Martyrdom. If I dye, my dear Egry, we ſhall 
ſee one another in the other World ; if it be true, 
that we ſhall have Eyes there, and remember what 
has paſt here blow. Pray the Great God for 
Mabmutr, and taks Care of thy Health,

It ſeems on the contra- 
ry, as if he intended me Kindneffes, ſuppoſing 
me a bitter Enemy to the Turks;, and perhaps, I 
ſhall receive ſome Preſent from him : for, having 
ſerved him already as an Interpreter, I ſhall tell 
thee Invincible/77ir,what has paſt between him and 
me, without any Fear of being tedious to thee. 
I ſerve thee faithfully, and write to thee as oft. 
as my Duty requires, 

As ſoon as I was in his Cloſet, he thus ſpoke to 
me; Titus, Wh t doſt thou do in Paris ; What Bufi- 


' #ſs baſt thou in this. Town ; and what is really thy 


Country ? I anſwered him, That / was a poor Clerk 
of Moldavia, and came to ſtudy Divinity and be 4 
Prieſt ; that [knew no better Place to becume Wiſe and 
Jearned, and that 1 would willingly ſacrifice all 


Things to render him Service, He afterwards askt 


me, . Whether I 'was acquainted with any of the 
Eaftern Languages, and, Whether 1 had ever been 
a Conſtantinople ? I have been, replied I, in this 
great Town when I was a Child, and that my Fa- 
ther and Mother were then in Slavery, My Father 
is dead, and my Mother is Married again to a Chris 
ſtiag Greeks underſtand Arabic and Turkiſh, ant 
em perfetly Skilfd in the School-Greek, What do 
H 3 you 
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you mean by School-Greek ? replied the Cardinal: 
It is different from the YVulgar-Greek, anſwered I, 
which is ſo corrupted, that learned People will not 
give themſelves the Trouble to underſtand it, He af. 
terwards bade me go into a little Cloſet, where I 
ſhould find one of his Secretaries, who would need 


my Help ; where I had no ſooner entered, but the _ 


Secretary Preſented me with a Turkiſh Manuſcript, 
rs. turn into LZatiz or /talian, if 1 could not do it 
into French. 1 immediately tranſlated it into Latin, 
and will now inform thee ( wiſe Miniſter, and 


Governor of the Great Empire of the true Faith- 


ful) of the Contents of it. 

The Chriſtian Derviſes,called in France Cordeliers, 
keep,as thou knoweft, in Feruſalem, the Sepulchre 
of their Meſ/ias, by a Privilege which Zelim the 
Conqueror of Paleſtine granted them. Theſe Reli- 
2tous, have neither Peace nor Truce with the Greek 
Gbriſtians, and they have ſuch Differencetogether, 
aS are of i!) Conſcquences to all ; they perſecute 
one another without ceafing, and ſprezd abroad 
moſt bitter Satyrs againſt each other. Each Party 


makes ill Reports to his Superior of that which is. 


oppalite, and mixes among ſome Truths, a great 
many Lyes and abſurd Stories, But it appears to 
me, That the Greeks, who naturally love Cabals, 
and have the Reputation of great Romancers, 
are more dexterous than their adverſe Party to 
do Miſchief . 
The Cbriftian Deyviſes, have repreſented a great 
many things to this Cardinal, to authoriſe their 
Pretenſions againſt the Greeks, by Means of the 
French Emiaffador, They not only reproach the 
Greeks with ſever«l Injuftices and Violenetg, but 
accuſe the Cad!'s of Cruelty and Tyranny ; and the 
Souldiers which guard F-ruſalem, of inſuipportable 
ExaCtions.

End; and thou that art my SubjeF, ought to do uhe 
love thing , without murmuring: And then taking 
kimapart, he gave him ſome Jewels to help him 
out, 


Hewoften ſhewed the Marſhal de Biron to his 
fnends, and thus ſpake to them about this Cap» 
tain; .7his Man knows to AR, as well as Talk; and 


 Theve a great Love for him. Yet he ſometime after 


auſed him to be put to Death,having Three times 
Rrdoned his Diſloyalty : This Captain havin 
wttinued his Plots againſt his Life, and again 
the State ; yet remembring he had loved him, he 
would ſpare one part of the ſhame of his Puniſh- 
tent, and therefore ordered he ſhould be executed 
8 Priſon. 

AScholar, Two Monks, and a Fool, attempted 
it ſeveral Times to kill him; and, as I have al- 
ſady told thee, he was ſeveral Times wounded, 
ad at laft, received a Mortal Stroke.

unleſs thou leaveſt it off ; #hou comminteſt, Great 
Prince, continual Adulteries. 

"Tiscertain, this Prince acknowledged to ſome 
of his Confidents, That he had that day heard.n 
Particular a Preacher, who without any {kill 
Theology and Rhetorick, had more moved him, thai 
all the Doftors of the Sorbonne put togethef could 
d0. This Sorbonne is a Collge at Pars, famous for 
Learned Divines. 

This Prince put a pleaſant Trick on his,C onfefe 
who often urged him to forſake his Miftrell6,

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Wife : He ordered a Cook, who was wont to 
dreſs this DoFor's Vittuals, to give him nothing 
wery Meal but Partridges ; which fo greatly 


tied hum , that he could not forbear complain. 


| ing to the King himſelf, that this Cook was ſo 
+ wiful and humourſom , that he would Tet him 


| have nothing bur Partridyes ; ſo that he grew 
ſo weary with that kind of Food, as made him 
Sick at the Thoughts of it ; the Prince only 
\-aſwered him ; Always the Queen always Par- 
Iltidges. 

He loved Learned Men, and was a great Patory 


| of them yer he ſaid, That Neceſſity obliged him

, Hehad no great Eſteem for Phyſicians, as belie- 

ring theſe Kind of People wiſh 1}] to Men; being 

of Tiberius's Mind , who rhought that a Man of

But on the contrary, he moſt - eſteemed H 
firians, and gave Penſions to ſeveral of thena 
m Germany, {taly, and other Places; ſaying oft, 
That if any one could find the Books of Titas 


| Yay, which are wanting, and thoſe of Tactrus, 


that he would willingly beſtow on him the ſame 
Gift of Three Cities , which Xerxes made to a 
Greek Captain , the one for Bread, the Szcond 
for Wine , and the Third for Cloathing. And 
tterefore there are above Fifry Authors , who 
have written his Hiſtory. He 'envied Auguſtus, 
by reaſon of the Happineſs of having ſo many 
lamed Men in his Reign ; and, that he more 
ed Mecenas , living a peaceable Citizen at 
ime, than Alex.1mader, triumphing over all 4a; 
| nd, That Mecanas's patronizing and recompenting 
rious Men that excelled in Rome in all Arts, 
! hat 
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had rendred his Name Immortal , together with 
that of his Sovereign. 

He bewailed the great P.nns he had taken, to ob- 
tain the Command of others, and for his havi 
learnt nothing himſelf ; affirming, It had been bet. 
ter for him to have learnt ro command himſelf. He 
was alſo wont to ſay , That a Wiſe Prince ought 
never {o refuſe a Peace, unleſs it be found more 
prejudicial than War. 

Being one Day converſing with the Spaniſh Em. 
baſſador, he began ro walk very faſt, and per- 
ceiving the Aſtoniſhment of this Miniſter ; You ſe, 
ſays he,that 1 can ſtill mount on Horſeback,and march 
0n Foot tao if” it be neceſſary , and that the Gout hai 
not deprived me of the uſe of my Legs. His Valour 
was ſo admirable, thar a Grandee of Spain, being 
at a Ceremony, wherein the Sword of this Prince 
was Carried naked before him, he ſtopt openly him 
that carried it, and kiſt it, ſaying, He did this Ho 
nour to the Sword of the Firft and Chiefeſt Captan 
-of the World. | 

A Chymiſt, one Day preſented him with a 
Receipt to change Lead into Gold ; to whom 
he anſwered , in making a great empty Coffer 
to be brought to him ; When thou haſt filled thi 
Coffer with the Metal thou talkeſt of , come to mw, 
and 1 will give thee as much Lead as thou will 
have. 

Being at Fountain-Bl:au, a Place famous lunct 
ſeveral Ages, and ſhewing all the Buildings ther: 
to a foragn Prince, who told him, when he 
ſhewed hum the Chapel, That he had lodged God

= better lodged in the Heart, than in great Edifit: 
o/ Stone. 

When he drew the Deſigns againft the Mp

He 
wzs jn Five Battles, and in more than an Kundred 
Combars, and at the Sizge of above Two Htndred 
Places. He ſuſtained Seven different Wars, in 
which his Enemies acknowledged, that he had Fif- 
ty Five Armies upon him at ſeveral Times, and in 
a&:;Ferent Places ; and always obtained ſome conſi- 
derable.

burns, and the Salt which 1s cor:ofive; and ic 
muſt te purified by Calcination, Diſſolution, Sub- 
limation, and Fixation, that there may alone re. 
main the Radical Humidity fix'd and permanent ; 
which being afterwards united in an 1ndifioluble 
manner to the perfe& Body, compoſes this incom- 
parable Body, which is ſo much ſought and ſo ſel.

This great Philoſopher af- 
firms,and 1 am of his Mind, That to make Gold,one muſt 
have Gold and Mercury,and Mercury and Silver to mabe 
Stheer ; but, 7 underſtand by Mercury, that Mineral 
Spirit ſo refined and purified, that it aurifies the wery 
Seed of Gold, and argentiſes that of Silver. Theſe 
are the very Words he ſpake ro me. | 

Bur, in leaving me, I entreated him to tell me, 
Whether ir was cafje to attain to the Accompliſh. 
ment of this Great Work, and what was neceſſary 
for that Great End. 

He anſwered me, *Twas very hard, which made 
almoſt all People deſpair of compaſling it ; there 
being very few People, on whom Heaven beſtowed

with rhe ſame Earneſtneſs, and Hopes of Succeſs; 
and that ſhould a Man want a vigorous Health, La- 
bour would weaken and make him fainr ; and thar, 


in fine, if one be without ſufficient Eſtate, 'ris 1m- | 


poſlible the Work fhould ſucceed ; which demands 
= entire Man, and ſuch a one as minds nothing 
elſe. | 
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This Derviſe moreover told me, as a thing cer. 
cain, -Thar ſeveral Perſons had attained to rhe Per- 
fetion of this Underraking ; which employs ſo greac 
a Number of Virtuoſo's, in all Parts of the World : 
For, were it nor ſo, there would not be thar 
Quantity of Go!d there is ; for, all that of the In- 
ates was nor ſufficient ro ſatisfie ſo many People, 
who mind nothing elfe bur gaining of it ; and 
that, in fine, ſuch grear Treaſures which are heap'd 
up, and the Gold that runs in Trathck, never came 
out of the Mjn:s which are in the Mountains, bur 
that a great pait has been made by Arrtifts.

Power 3 as having oft expericnced, that they are 
Jealous at the Riches of a private Perſon. Sove. 
reigns cannot. endure, that a mean Wretch, born 
amongſt the Dregs of the People, ſhould have in 
his Power wherewichal to make himſelf happy and 
ſeveral others ; which obliges them to deprive 
theſe Philoſophers of the means of working, and

overthrows whole Armies, cauſes a Man to change 
his Mind 1jn a norent, makes him that was a poor 


Man, preſently talk Sentences. Nay, many Chbriſtt- 


ans affirm this Metal to be ſo efficacious, that it 
draws the Souls our of a doleful Abode,call'd Pur- 
gatory 3 ſo that it ſeems, as if ir appeaſed God's 
Wrath, and brings Mcn to Heaven. 

Theſe fore-mertioned Reaſons, obliged the cruel

FT $ about'6o years, fince D. Sebaftain King of 
Portugal, died in Africk, by the Hands of the 
rex 2a and yet his Subjeas will- believe him fill 
tving. 
Ke parted from Zisbon in the Year 1578. in the 
' Deſign of re-eſtabliſhing on his Throne Maley Mehe- 
met, Cheriff of Africk, whom his Uncle Muley Abde- 
 Temelech would bereave of his Kingdom bur 1D ef- 
feft ro endeavour at the making himſelf Maſter of 
Barbary. | 
His Army confifſted of a Thouſand Sail, well fur- 
niſh'd with Proviſions, few Soldiers, bur a great 
many Nobility. "This Prince was nor abeve 25 years 
of Age, when he formed this Enterprize ; he was 2 
ſtrong bodied Man, of a moderate Stature, but 
well ſer; his Hair was yellow, his Eycs great, and 
full of Fire, his Courage was nor inferiour to his 
Strength, and he had no violent Inclination to 
Pleaſures, which generally rake Men's ens off. 
: | rom 
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from gallant Actions; he was remperate in all 


. things3 yer very forward in Undertakings, and al- 
- ways firm and unmovable in greateſt Dangers. He 


was a great Husband of his Revenues, employing 
them in his SubjeRs Defence, or co the Increaſe of 
his own Power. He was agreeable ro all choſe thar 
waited on him 3 and in the freeſt Converſations, 
he took care not to diſoblige any one by ſharp Rail. 
lery, cr diftaſtful Sayings ; and ſo merciful was he, 
that he avoided all Occaſions of condemning his 
Suvjets ro Death.

Bur in fine, this Prince, right or wrong, is led 
away to Priſon at the Solicitation of the Spaniſh 
Ambaſſador ; where having long Jain, he is ſer ar 
Liberry, under an Obligation to leave the Venetian 
Countries in Three Days Time, 

Some Portugueſes, moved with Compaſſion, dil- 
gviſed him in a Derv?ſe's Habit,and conducted him 
ſecretly to Florence, to tranſport him afcerwards ro 
Rome ; bur the great Duke of Tujcany cauſed him to 
be apprehended, and ſent him to the Vice-Roy. of 
Naples. He preſented himſelf before him wich his 
uſual Confidence, ard ſurprized all char ſaw him, 
and. heard him ſpeak ; and ſeeing rhe Vorce- Roy un- 
covered, he (aid to him with great Aſſurance, and 
Gravity, Be covered, Caunt de Lemnos z which ob- 
liged this Miniſter ro ask him, &y what Authority be 

"took on him this Boldneſs? To which, he anſwered;TÞbat 

bis Anthoritz was born with him ; and, that be feigned

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' "not to know him; and yet heought to remember,that King 


*Philrp his Uncle, had ſent him Twice to him, and that 
'the Sword which he then wore by his Side, was that 
*which he then gave him. 

The Sentence which the Vice-Roy gave of him, 
was, That he was an Impoftor, who deferved to be 
ſent co the Galleys, and ſhould nor long be from 
vans and wherein, *is ſaid, he dicd ſome time 
after. 

Yet the Portugueſes haye been perſvaded, he was 
their real King; and do ſtill conrinue of that Opi- 
nion, there being nothing which 15s able ro make 
them change ir. Some Perſons in the World will 
have him to be a Magician, others an Impoſtor, and 
the moft ignorant will have him to be a Devil, or 


really the King himſelf. 


This is nor che firft Example of the Boldneſs of 
an Impoſtor ; Rome ſaw heretofore a Man,that had 
the Audaciouſneſs ro publiſh he' was the real Pom- 
þey, who was killed in Ezypr, by the Cruelty of the 
young Ptolemy. The Queen Artemiſa found one 
Artemtus,who had ſo great a Reſemblance with An- 
trachus her Husband, whom ſhe had cauſed ro be 
murrchered, that he was not known, when he pur 
himſelf inro the Bed of che dead King, pretending 
to be this Prince fick; he recommended Artemiſa 
to his Subje&s, and did ſeveral rhings in favour of 
this Princeſs, Under rhe Reign of Tiberius, was - 
there nor Occaſion ro be ſurprized at the bold An- 
ſwer which a Slave made to this Emperor,who que- 
tioning him, How he made himſelf Agrippa ? an- 
ſwered without Heſiration ; In the ſame manner thou 
haſt made thy ſelf Czar. 

The D. Sebaſtain T mentioned, has nor been the 
only one in the World; rhere have been Two 
others; one of which deparring our of the Iſle of 
Terceres, who had great Reſemblance with this 
Prince, went into Portugal, where he ſaid he. had 

miraculouſly

miraculouſly eſcaped from the Bartel he loſt in 4- 
frick ; that he ſaved himſelf in Woods, and return».

Cannot tell whether thou haſt Knowledge,of che 


Uſe of Defiances, which are made amongſt the 
Chriſtians,when they be diflatisfied or offended with 
ONE 
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one another 3 which they term As of Honour, or 
the Marks of a gallant Spirit. 

This Cuſtom of Duels, is become ſo common in 
Laly,-and eſpecially in the Kingdom of Naples, thar 
the greateſt Afﬀairs, as well as the ſmalleſt, are 
therein decided by rhe Sword ; and the Gentry 
affirm this, to be the beſt way of terminating cheir 
Diſputes and Qiarrels; which belonging only to 
them, cannor be referred, nor ſo well determined 
by the grave and cool proceedings of Courts of 
Juſtice. 

This invention of deciding theſe Differences 
by Arms, either with the Sword or Piftol alone, in 
a cloſe or open Field, naked in their Shirts, ſo 
that one has no Treachery to fear; 1s a Way of 
drawing SatisfaRion for the Injuries received,found 
our by Men of great Courage, who- more cfiecem 
their Honour than their Lives. The offended 
Perſon, ſends a Challenge to him from whom he 
has received the Injury ; this note of Defiance, is 
expreſs'd in choice and elegant Words, which 1n- 
vite and preſs the Offender to fighr, in ſuch a 
Place, on Horſeback or on Foor, cloathed or in rheir 
Shirrs, fingle or attended by an equal Number of 
Friends, which they call Seconds, wich Sword and 
Dagger, or Sword alone, or Piſtol. If the Chal- 
lenge be received, he is civilly treated who brings 
it, and, it may -be, has rich Preſents given him, 
Bur before they fight, the Enemies embrace,. as if 
they were reconciled ;and then in an Inſtant, follow- 
ing the Inclinations of rheir Hatred and Revenge, 
they wound one another, they ſpill each others 

Blood, and oftentimes their Souls go out furious, 
through che Wounds they have made, : 
Thoſe that have the Honour of dying in theſe 
Combatrs, do oft refuſe their Lives, which a gene- 
rous Enemy would give them, believing rhey can- 
not live without Shame, ſhould they receive rhem 


from an Enemy. Bur 


- Bur, the Roman Church, as a note of the Hor. 
ror ſhe conceives at theſe Combarts, ſhurs Hzaven's 
Doors againſt rhe Souls of thoſe who leave this 
Life without doing Penance, denying Burial to 
thoſe who dye in the Field of Bartlg; or, yield 
rhem only that, which is granted jn ſome Parts 
of che Eaſt-Indics ro certain Women, who proftiture' 
themſelves, whoſe Corpſe are thrown a Prey to 
che Birds of the Field; and other Animals, who 
live on Carrion. 

It is not only in 7raly People kill one another in 
fingle Combarts 3 *cis che ſame in France, amongſt 
che Nobility, who manzge theſe Combars in a dif- 
ferenr Sorr. The beſt Friends tear one another on 
the (ſmalleſt occafion, and they prepare for a Dy- 
el in ſuch a manner, as will appear to chee with- 
out doubt ridiculous, 

Theſe Enemies ſup together rhe Night before 
the Combar, and ofren lie rogerher in che ſame 
Bed. The Friends which ſerve as Seconds, do.
